We notice with interest that recent legislation that will 
bring household and domestic workers under the Florida 
Employment Compensation program beginning January 1. 

Affected will be all employers who pay cash renumeration 
of $1,000 ór more in 1977 for domestic services in a private 
home, local college lcub, or college fraternity or sorority. 

The concern is that many, many families now have both 
husband and wife working, and they must pay a babysitter to 
take care of their children while they are on the job. 

Even the lucky family that gets away with only $25 per week 

— in babysitting services, however, will fall under this act. 

For them as employers, they will be required to fill out 
forms which will include the employees names, social security 
numbers, total wages paid, number of. weeks worked during

Appraisal board is appointed 


BELLE GLADE-The Belle Glade 
City Commission Monday night 
voted for the first time to appoint 
an appraisal board in a case 
involving buildings deemed “un- 


The three buildings in question, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. T. E. 
Burgess, are located on Sixth 
Street. Building Inspector Ken 
Reitterer told the commission he 
had renewed a building permit for 
Burgess so the buildings could be 
fixed, but nothing had been done. 

Burgess, who was at the meet- 
ing, told the commission he had 
been harrassed about the buildings 
and said he felt the buildings were 
structural sound. He said he had 
cleaned up the yards, which a 
letter he had received from the 
building inspector had referred to, 
but said he questioned the “dan- 


* gerous” stipulations made about 


the structures. 

Reitterer said the buildings are 
dangerous, having no windows or 
doors, antiquated plumbing, and 
said they were assessed on the tax 
p rolls at $500 each. He said under 
the city ordinance, half the assess- 
ment value could be put into 
repairs. 

Reitterer said building permits 
had been issued two years ago, but 
al nothing had been done. . 

Burgess said the buildings had 
been fixed up, saying windows 
were framed, doors put in, one of 
the buildings paneled, and electri- 
cal systems improved. But the 
buildings, sitting empty, were 
vandalized before they could be 
sold, he said. 

City. Commissioner William 
Grear told the board the three 
houses in question were moved to 


their present location from SR 715 
six years ago. He said they are 
dangerous, with the floors and roof 
falling in. Grear said he receives 
complaints about their condition all 
the time. 

Burgess said he spent $3,500 on 


“the first two buildings four years 


ago, but nothing had been done to 
the third. He said attempts to sell 
them had failed. 

Commissioner Ralph Kirk noted 
that two or three years ago, the 
buildings "looked pretty good." 

Burgess said his idea now is to
